Catania, Italy—For the first time 


since Mount Etna became violent, a 
ray of hope da.wn.ed Friday morning 
for the much tried inhabitants of the 
volcanic region. 
The danger is not 


yet ended, for the crater of the moun- 
tain is still belching molten streams 
of lava and great rocks which threat- 
en the complete destruction of nearby 
comrnittees. but undoubtedly the vio- 
lence of the eruption is decreasing. 


A relatively small number of fipsh 


craters—about 20 in number—opened 
during the night, indicating that the 
pressure within the mountain is less. 


Volcanologists say it is impossible 


to phophecy how iong Etna will con- 
tinue active, but they expect a return 
to more normal conditions within a 
short time.

This article gives practical, step-by-step instruc- 
tions to the motorist who wants to reduce his repair 
bills, get more power jram his motor, and eliminate 
trouble during the coming touring season. 


The Ignition System 


Probably 80% of _all engine troubles are caused by defects in the 


Ignition System. 
Most of this trouble is caused by neglecting to take 


a few simple precautions, and can be prevented if you will go over 
the Ignition System as shown below, about three times a year. 


Remove all spark plugs to see 


that they are clean, and that the 
gaps are correct. 
The intense 


spark that passes between the gap 
at the plug At each explosion in 
the 
cylinder, 
gradually 
burns 


away the points, making the gap 
too wide. 
This makes the engine hard to start and may sause mis- 


firing when the engine is pulling hard. 
Be careful, however, that 


you do not set the gap TOO CLOSE, or the engine v.-ill misfire at 
low speeds or when accelerating from low speeds. The average gap 
allowed is just a trifle LESS than the thickness of a WORN dime 
for all cars but Fords, when the gap should be the full thickness 
of a WELL WORN DIME, or 1/32-inch. 


If you have trouble with the plugs continually oiling up, and requir- 


ing frequent replacing or cleaning, you can prevent the trouble to a 
large extent by setting the points as shown in the centre illustration. 
When the points are set as shown in the cut at the left, the oil drops 
down and forms a bridge between the gap. When the points are set 
at an angle as in the centre cut, the oil 
drops from TWO points, which are both 
below the firing point at which the spark 
occurs, and so helps to keep the firing 
surface clean. 


One of the best ways to clean spark 


plugs, 'is to soak them in a mixture of 
alcohol and kerosene all night, then in 
the, morning the carbon can be wiped off 
with a piece of rag. NEVER use emery 
cloth or sand paper to clean the por- 
celains. They have a highly glazed sur- 
face which is easily scratched. 
When 


the glaze becomes roughened, the plug 
quickly fouls and stops 
firing. 
. 


Examine the Battery terminals to see that they are clean and 


tight. 
If they are corroded badly, remove them and scape off all 


corrosion, especially inside the terminals and around the brttery lugs. 
After scraping, rub with a piece of cloth 
soaked in ammonia, then smear with vaso- 
line and replace and tighten firmly. Corroded 
terminals obstruct the free flow of the bat- 
tery current in the same way that an obstruc- 
tion in a water pipe obstructs the free flow 
of water through the pipe. 
See that the 
... 
, 


ground connection is tight. 
If it is loose, it will make the Ignition 


irregular and cause the lights to flicker. 


Once a week during the warm weather, take out the vent plugs 


and test the battery with a hydrometer, then add DISTILLED 
WATER to each cell to J-< inch above the plates. Do not completely 
fill the cells, there must be room left for expansion. 
If your battery 


is'not supplied with distilled water regularly, the plates soon sulphate 
and refuse to hold a charge very long, requiring frequent recharging 
and soon you have to buy a new battery. Buy a hydrometer, they 
only cost about 75 cents, and test your battery regularly. 
A fully 


charged cell will read between 1.280 and 1.300. If the reading is be- 
low 1.250, have battery examined and recharged at once. 


The Coil requires no attention or adjustment (Ford coils excepted) 


other than to inspect once a month to see that all connections are 
tight and that the surface is free from water, dirt and grease. Trace 
out all ignition and Lighting cables to make sure that they are not 
chafed through at any point, and keep them free from water and 
grease. If any of the cables look as if the rubber covering is perished 
or if it is cracked at any part, you will find it is a good investment to 
replace with new cables. 
Take off the Distributor head 
and with a piece of cloth, clean 
out all dirt or dust that may have 
collected. 
If 
the 
Distributor 


has flat metal segments, see that 
they are clean and bright. 
If 


they are dirty or black looking, 
use a piece of yERY FINE sand 
paper to clean the track, then a 
small amount of gasoline rubbed 
on to polish it. 
Now examine 


the Contact Breaker points. If 
they have a grey, frosty appear- 
anc'e, and come together square- 
ly when the points are closed, DO NOT TOUCH THEM. If, how- 
ever, they are pitted and black looking, they will give better service 
if they are trimmed up. As the .points are generally made from, timg- 
_sten metal, they are too hard to touch with a file, and must be trimmfed 
'up on an emery stone and finished on an oil stone. The contact faces 
must be EXACTLY parallel. 
It is a delicate operation to trim up 


contact points and do it right, and will be better for the average maa 
to have this job done by an expert Ignition man. 


Providing you have no trouble in keeping the battery charged, and 


always have enough current for the Starter and lights, do not inter- 
fere with either the Starting Motor or the Generator, other than to 
give them the drop or two of oii required. 
If you have trouble in 


keeping the Battery fully charged, either the Battery or the Generator 
may be at fault, and the Ignition man or Battery charging station 
has proper instruments for testing to find out which unit is at fault.

INTERNATIONAL COURT AT WORK 


Now- comes before the "vTorld Court a 


suit of a nation. Great Britain, against 
another nation. Germany, with judges of 
different nations presiding and hearing 
the arguments and weighing the evidence. 
Germany is charged with violating the 
Versailles treaty by not keeping the Kiel 
canal open to vrorld commerce.

Britain alleges that Germany would not 
permit a British ship, carry war materials 
and supplies to Poland, to pass through 
the canal, and it further alleges that Po- 
land was defending itself against soviet 
Russia and needed the consignments. 


Germany is not represented officially in 


.the court, and. therefore, it exercised its 
'right of designating a judge to officiate in 
this case. 
The action is the first of one

He was impartial in giving offense, at 
times goi^ to the extent of humiliating 
the king. 


His designs to retain power probably 


will be disclosed. He had evidently ex- 
pected a revolt, for it is reported that 
money as recently withdrawn from the 
public treasury and he boastfully declared 
a few weeks ago, "If any of the opposi- 
tion lavs hand on my body, Sofia and 
the other eilies of Bulgaria will go to the 
cemetery and the streets of Sofia will run 
blood."" 


But the signal feature of his fall is 


that he was unprepared for it. 
Only a 


few companions remained with him. and 
he tried to escape from his pursuers, dis- 
guised as an army chauffeur. 
Stambou- 


lisky was the dictator of a small coun- 
try, and he was a world figure solely be- 
cause he was sensational. 'He was a 
strange political character. In all prob- 
ability, there will be no widespread dis- 
turbance in Bulgaria or in the Balkans. 
All parties are represented in the new, 
coalition government except the commun- 
ist reds. 
This is a favorable sign.

It is a con- 
venience which induces people to buy by 
anticipating their income.

The novelists of 50 years ago did not 


trouble very much about titles. For 
instance, none of Charles 
Dickens' 


books had exciting titles. The books 
of Bulwer 
Lytton, 
Thaekery, 
An- 


thony 
Trollops and other novelists 


popular in the 
mid-Victorian epoch 


have not thrilling 
labels. 
Charles 


Reade's Hard Cash is one of the early 
examples of a good title. Wilkie Col- 
lins' The Moonstone is another. 


It was not until quite the end of 


the last century that titles began to 
matter and it was really the writers 
of boys" stories who first 
realized 


their importance. I can well remem- 
ber the thrill of Stevenson's Treasure 
Island. Then came Max Pemberton's 
The Iron Pirate—in my opinion one 
of the best titles ever found for a 
boy's book. By the by, when Steven- 
son first started Treasure Island it 
was not under that title. He called it 
The Sea Cook. 


To the young writer in search of 


a good title I would recommend a 
careful perusal of "-Proverbs and also 
of the, Psalms and of Bcclesiastes. If 
he does not derive inspiration from 
these sources, I suggest that he 'turn 
next to Rudyard Kipling. To rny mind 
there are titles for a whole library in 
Kipling's poetry.
